The wires flash no news 
of the decease of a New Yorker from 
eating green cucumbers er unripe 
fruit. The many deaths which can 
be clearly traced to some violation of 

the simple laws of health are not tele- 
graphed, That a long course of sal- 
eratus biscuit had prostrated Jones in 
San Francisco, or brought down Rob- 
insen in Sacramento, would have no 
general interest. Colic, inflammation, 
dyspepsia, these are common com- 
plaints; who cares? We read no big 
sensational head lines, such as “The 
Gripes Raging in New England,” o 
Outbreak of the Dysentery at Chi- 
cago!” No, such are vulgar and com- 
mon ailments of no interest. Yet 
what is yellow fever compared to the 
intestinal diseases that afflict one-half 
of the American people? Improper 
food and wrong habits of eating and 
drinking cause one hundred cases of 
sickness and death where yellow fever 
causes one. There are not wires 
enough in the country to carry the 
news bf the: sickness’ in thé United 
States due to wrong eating and drink. 
ing. 

It is sad to think of what suffering 
and misery is caused by ignorance er 
neglect of the simple laws of health. 
How many at this moment are doubled 
up with colic, how many have stom- 
achs on fire with heart-burn, how 
many laid low with gastric fever, how 
many, whose bowels are in a torment 
great as the damned could feel in hell.
